After the law was passed which compelled all firms manufacturing taxable articles (such 
as medicines, matches, perfumery, playing cards, etc.,) to use government stamps, and 
before the special private dies designed by the manufacturers themselves were furnished to 
them, they used those of the regular national issue provisionally, surcharging them, however, 
with their initials, etc., for advertising purposes. 

I would not advise a beginner to collect these stamps, but a well advanced collector of 
U. S. Revenues will certainly find them of sufficient interest to warrant their collection. 

I will give here a complete list, as far as I know, of those U. S. document stamps only 
which bear on their face the initials of private firms. The surcharges are mostly in black. 
Those surcharged in other colorsare fewer in number, hence scarce, and will be mentioned 
as they occur.

CHAPTER IV. 





THE UNWATERMARKED SERIES OF 1862-3: THE COMMENCEMEN1 


OF ‘THE 
“CoNTRACT PERIOD.” 






Prior to September, 1861, all printing required by the Government for 
Gazettes, Parliamentary papers, etc., was performed by Messrs. Pugh & Co., 
under contract to the Government. 

In September, 1861, a Government printing office was established, and 
Mr. W. C. Belbridge was appointed Government Printer. The staff was a 
very small one, consisting of two clerks, two compositors, and three or four 
other hands. 

The new branch was to be charged with the duty of printing the postage 
stamps, and instructions were given to the Colonial Agents to forward the dies 
and plates in their possession by the the following letter :— 

“Queensland, 
“Treasury, Brisbane, 
“26th Sept., 1861. 

“Gentlemen,—The Government of Queensland having determined upon 
establishing a printing office, and decided that the postage stamps shall be 
printed in the colony under the supervision of the Government Printer, I 
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have the honour to request that you will have the goodness to forward by the 
first opportunity the dies and plates now in your hands, also a supply of the 
necessary paper for printing the stamps upon. 

“It is considered that about twenty reams of paper will be sufficient for 
the present, and which quantity I beg you will forward addressed to the Post- 
master-General. “T have, etc., R. R. MACKENZIE, 


“Colonial Treasurer, Acting Postmaster-General. 
“Messrs. F. Mangles & Co., 


“Agents for the Colony of Queensland, 
“Gresham House, 
“Old Broad Street, London.” 

On the 27th January, 1862, Messrs. Mangles & Co,, wrote, acknowledg- 
ing the receipt of this request, and stated that the dies and plates would be 
shipped per s. s. City of Brisbane, and, on the 2oth of February following, 
they advised the forwarding of the dies and plates by that steamer, and sent 
the bill of lading for the goods. 

The package arrived early in June, but the large supply of English 
printed stamps on hand was sufficient for all requirements for some months, 
and it was not until October, 1862, that the necessity arose for a fresh supply 
to be printed. 

The first communication with the Government Printer on the subject was 
as follows :— 

“General Post Office, “Brisbane, r1th Oct., 1862. 

“Sir,—I beg to inform you that, from the rapidly increasing demand for 
postage stamps, the supply of one penny and two penny ones on hand at 
present will barely suffice for two months longer. I have, therefore, to request 
that you will have the goodness to be in readiness to meet a requisition for a 
supply of the description above named, 

“IT am, etc., 
Tuos. L. Murray Prior, 


“Postmaster-General. 
“The Government Printer, 


“ Brisbane.” 


Mr. Belbridge now found himself faced with a difficulty—he had the 
plates, but had neither press nor skilled workmen to perform the duty of 
printing from the steel plates. He was compelled, terefore, to place himself 
in communication with Messrs. Ham & Co.,* copper plate engravers and 
printers, who carried on business in Brisbane, and arrangements were made 
with them to print by contract, at a fixed sum per thousand stamps. 


A further letter from the Postmaster-General hastened the preparation of 
the stamps :— 


“General Post Office, 

“Brisbane, 26th Nov., 1862. 

“Sir,—I beg to refer you to my letter of the 11th ultimo, and to advise 
you that a fresh supply of one penny and two penny stamps will be immedi- 
ately required, which I request you will be prepared to meet. 

“T am, etc., 
“Tos. L, MurrAyY Prior, 


“The Government Printer, “‘Postmaster-General. 


“Brisbane.”’ 


*The principal, Mr. Thomas Ham, was the contractor for, and engraver of the first Vic- 
torian stamps. He then resided in Melbourne, but removed to Brisbane prior to 1862 
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Margin ; “72,000 one penny, 150,000 (?) two penny.”’ 

The number of two penny stamps required is illegible, but would, pro- 
bably, be about the number estimated. 

Messrs. Ham & Co., appear to have been communicated with verbally, as 
no record of a written contract or any correspondence is to be found. They 
were provided with a room at the Government Printing Office, supplied with 
paper, gum, and mechanical assistance, and were paid 1s. 1d. per 1,000 for 
printing the stamps. 

The Government Printer’s record of postage stamps printed contains the 
first entry under date, November 28th, 1862. 27,360 two penny stamps were 
printed between that date and the 2nd December following. From the 4th to 
the 12th December, 1862, 64.800 of the one penny stamps were printed, and 
this first supply of both values was issued to the Post Office on the 16th 
December, 1862. 

Further printings of these two values took place on the following dates — 
Two penny, 136,080, from 13th December, 1862, to 14th February, 1863; 
240,000, from 18th March to 1st April, 1863; and one penny, 175,200, from 
16th February to 5th March, 1863. 

The stamps were printed direct from Perkins, Bacon & Co.’s steel plates, 
on ordinary “printing” paper, a soft yellowish white wove paper, generally 
thick, but occasionally varying in thickness, and without watermark of any 
kind. 

On the 17th May, 1862, Messrs. Mangles & Co., were paid on account for 
“‘postage stamp paper,” £21 2s. 1d. This must have been the 20 reams of 
star watermarked paper, ordered on the 26th September, 1861. The package 
of paper, presumably, had arrived before or at the date of payment, and it, 
seems somewhat singular that the plain paper should have been used for these 
first locally-printed stamps, when proper watermarked paper was available. 

The first supply of the one penny was printed in a peculiar shade of 
Indian red, which has never been approached by any of the subsequent 
paintings. The execution was excellent, every line of the engraving being 
clearly brought out to the minutest detail, the fine cross lines forming the 
background of the central vignette being especially clear. 

The two pence was printed in a similiarly excellent manner, in a clear 
pale blue, which varies somewhat in shade. The soft texture of the paper, 
and its even surface, peculiarly adapted it to bring out the details of the en- 
graving, which generally suffer from the harder surface of watermarked paper. 

The second printing of the one penny was in quite a distinct color, being 
bright orange vermilion, and the execution was not so brilliant. 

The gum used was of a brownish color, more or less marked, and in some 
cases it stained the paper to a great extent, imparting to it a coffee colored 
appearance. The quality of this mucilage does not appear to have been of 
the best. Frequent complaints were made that the stamps would not adhere to 
the letters. In March, 1863, an improved quality was used, and 83 sheets of 
the one penny and roo sheets of the two penny stamps were returned to be 
regummed. After having been perforated, the effect was disastrous to the 
appearance of the stamps, 

The perforation was 13, and of a very rough kind. The softness of the 
paper also tendered to increase its ragged appearance, as, offering less resis- 
tance to the needles, it imparted a pinpricked effect to the punctures, which 
would be more clearly cut out of a harder paper. 

The London Philaielist for April last, in the report of auction sales, 
chronicles a 2d. of this issue fém perf. The majority of copies I have seen 
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have the imperfectly punctured appearance of pin perforation, but it is possi- 
ble the gauge in the instance mentioned may be different. 

Early in 1863, the English printed supply of sixpenny stamps began to 
run short, and an order was forwarded to the Government printer for a fresh 
supply. A subsequent letter on the subject was as follews :— 

““General Post Office, 
“Brisbane, 31st March, 1863. 

* Sir,—I have the honor to advise you that the sixpenny postage stamps 
already ordered will be required almost immediately, and also that the two 
penny stamps in hand cannot last very long. 

“T have, etc., 
“Tos. L. Murray Prior, 
“Postmaster-General. 
“The Government Printer.” 

From the 2nd to the 21st April, 1863, 240,000 of the sixpenny stamps 
were printed and the first installment was issued to the Post Office on the 
17th of that month. The color was a yellowish green, and the execution, 
though very fair in most copies, lacked the clearness that marked the first 
printings of the one penny and two pence. The same paper, gum, and per- 
foration obtain in reference to this value. 

In May, 1863, an order appears to have been given for a supply of one 
shilling stamps, but I have been unable to find any letter or requisition for 
such value, However, the Government Printer’s record contains an entry of 
240,000 stamps of this value having been printed from the 12th to the 3oth 
May, 1863. The first instalment was issued to the Post Office on the 14th 
of July, 1863. 

The color was a grayish black, and the execution generally fine, The 
shade of individual specimens varies somewhat, and the same paper, gum, and 
perforation of the previous values apply to this value, A perforation of 
square holes, gauging both 12% and 13 is also found. This perforation is 
found on many of the other values of this and subsequent issues, and was 
probably effected by Ham & Co.’s own machine; the clearer 13, with round 
holes, being the Government Printer’s machine. 

The next value required was the three pence. The Postmaster-General 
requisitioned for a supply, as follows :— 

“General Post Office, 
“Brisbane, 16th July, 1853. 

“Sir,—I have the honor to request that you will furnish me with the fol- 
lowing postage stamps, viz.: 200 sheets, three penny, equal to one year’s sup- 
ply from this date ; 500 sheets, one penny, to last to the end of this year. 

“T am, etc., 
“Tuos. L. Murray Prior, 
“Postmaster-General. 
“The Government Printer,” 

120,000 of the three pence were printed from the 4th to the roth August, 
1863, and issued to the Post Office on the 1st September. 

The color was brown, of a lighter and more yellowish shade than the 
English printed stamps of the same value. Various shades may be found. 
The paper and gum were the same as those of the preceding values, and both 
the round 13, and square 13, 12% perforations exist, 

There were also additional printings of the other values, as follows:— 

One penny, 240,000, 17th July to 4th August, 1863. 

One penny, 720,000, 5th to 25th October, 1863, 
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Two pence, 76,560, 22nd to 27th April, 1863. 

Two pence, 271,200, 1st June to 16th July, 1863. 

Two pence, 448,800, roth to zgth August, 1863. 

Six pence 720,000, 3rd September to 3rd October, 1863. 

Imperforate copies of the two pence, three pence, and six pence are 
known, and the paper of the two pence is sometimes “blued”’ by absorption 
of the ink,

CHAPTER V. 
THE “Star” anv “Script” WATERMARKED SERIES OF 1864-6; CONTINUATION 
or “ConTRACT PERIOD.” 


The printing of the postage stamps on plain, unwatermarked paper of a 
kind that could be obtained anywhere and in any quantity, and the consequent 
absence of a reliable check upon the quantities printed, appears to have given 
rise to some comment. Towards the end of 1863, Mr. Drew, the Under- 
Secretary to the Treasury, formulated a scheme, based upon the practice 
observed in the other colonies, with a view to establishing a more certain 
check upon the number of stamps printed, and his plan was set forth in the 
following letter to the Government Printer :— 

“The Treasury, Brisbane, 19th November, 1863. 

“Sir,—I am instructed to acquaint you that the Government, having had 
under consideration the mode of printing and issuing postage stamps for the 
use of the public, are desirous of making some alteration in the present system, 
and I am to invite your opinion upon the following proposal, by which it is 
believed a direct check upon the printing, receipt, and issue of all stamps will 
be maintained, without in any way increasing the work of your Department, 
or causing inconvenience to that of the Postmaster-General. 

“1. Postage stamps to be printed, in future, upon watermarked paper, 
procured from England for the purpose, 

*“*2, Postage paper, on its arrival in the colony, to be taken in charge by 
the Under-Secretary of the Treasury. 

**3. Plates for printing the stamps to remain under the charge of the 
Government Printer. 
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“4. During the time postage stamps continue to be printed by contract, 
Treasury to forward, as required, to the Government Printer, the necessary 
postage stamp blank books, containing 100 leaves in each, with a requisition, 
showing the description and number of stamps to be printed. The Govern- 
ment Printer (as now) to appoint a trustworthy person from his Department- 
to superintend the printing by the contractor, due precaution being taken for 
the safe custody of the plates. 


“‘s. The stamps, when gummed and perforated, to be returned to the 
Treasury, with the butt of each book. 

“6. Treasury to undertake the issue of stamps to the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, upon proper requisitions approved by the Treasurer. 


“>. Government Printer to make a return to the Audit Office of the 
number, description, and total value of the several kinds of stamps printed 
immediately after performing the service. 


“8. The Treasury to make a monthly return to Audit Office of the gross 
value and description of stamps issued to the Postmaster-General, also a 
return of the quantity printed and issued, showing the quantity remaining 
on hand. 


“9. Postmaster-General to make monthly returns to Audit Office, show- 
ing the value and description of stamps received from the Treasury De- 
partment. 

“Awaiting your reply, 

‘I have, etc., 
“Ww. L. G. Drew, 
“ Under-Secretary. 
‘The Government Printer, 
“ Brisbane.’ 


To these proposed arrangements the Government Printer gave his un- 
qualified approval and the scheme was evidently put into operation shortly 
after, for, in the receipt book for stamps issued by the Government Printer, 
the forms are altered from “Postmaster-General” to “Treasury,” from the 24th 
February, 1864, on which date the balance of sheets of 1d, 2d, 3d, 6d, and ts, 
printed but not issued to Postmaster-General, were forwarded to the Treasury. 

The first stamp to be printed under the new regulations was the Registered 
Stamp, of which denomination 240,000 were struck by Messrs. Ham & Co., 
from Perkins, Bacon & Co.’s steel plate between the 27th May and roth June, 
1864. 72,000 of these were forwarded to the Treasury on the 21st June, and 
the balance (168,000) on the 25th July, 1864. ‘The date of their issue to the 
Post Office was probably on, or a day or two after, the 21st June. 

I have no record of the Postmaster-General’s requisition for supplies dur- 
ing this period, but the dates of issue to the Treasury may be taken as ap- 
proximately the dates of issue to the public. 

And now, with regard to the papers used for this and the script series (in 
respect to numbers printed on each variety of paper, and dates of issue), 
together with the later references to the truncated star paper, I am compelled 
to fall back on theory, or rather, deductions drawn from comparing the dates 
of printing with specimens of the stamps themselves on dated covers. So far 
as I could ascertain, there are no records existing as to the kinds of paper 
used for the respective printings. ‘The period was one of constant change in 
the Ministerial control of the Departments, and the great commercial de- 
pression, compelling the issue of Treasury notes, which had to be printed on 
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Special paper, resulted in a state of confusion that can only be approximately 
unravelled by patient study of the stamps and careful comparison of the frag- 
ments of evidence attainable. 

To add to my difficulties, the whole of the records, books, papers, and 
correspondence of the Lithographic Department prior to 1880, have been de- 
stroyed, and no trace of correspondence of an earlier date than 1872 could be 
found in the Government Printing Office. I think, however, that my de- 
ductions will be found reasonably correct, should any future discovery of 
papers throw further light on the subject. I deem it necessary to make this 
explanation, lest I should some day be accused of making statements not in 
strict accord with facts! 

To proceed—the Registered Stamps were printed in a golden yellow shade, 
widely differing from the greenish yellow, or maize tint of the English-printed 
stamps. ‘The paper was of the same quality as that used by Messrs. Perkins, 
Bacon & Co., for their printing, watermarked with a large six-rayed star. As 
stated in the preceding chapter, this paper arrived about May, 1862, but had 
been overlooked during the first contract printings. The gum was both thick 
brown, and white. The perforation was both 13 round, and the irregular 13, 
12%, with square holes, I have seen imperforate copies with satisfactory 
margins; a copy imperforate at bottom, and portion of a sheet surcharged 
“specimen,” with the line of perforation between two rows omitted. 

It would be as well, at this point, to trace the history of the “Registered” 
Stamp to the end. No further printings were made, and the issue of supplies 
from the stock printed as above mentioned continued until rst July, 1873, 
when it was decided to discontinue the use of a special stamp for denoting the 
registration fee, On the 2nd June, 1874, the balance on hand, amounting to 
3,000 stamps (after retaining a few sheets as specimens), was destroyed in the 
presence of the Auditor-General. The total number of the locally-printed 
registered stamps issued for use was 236,000. 

In a letter to an applicant, who wished to purchase specimens of the 
registered stamps the Postmaster-General writes (17th February, 1864)—“Re- 
gistration stamps are only intended for use, and are only sold at the time of 
registering letters. I have departed from the rule in forwarding you what I 
have, and cannot let you have any more.” 

The next value to be printed on this paper was the one penny. 480,000 
were struck off between 28th July and r2th August, 1864, and a further 
240 on the 14th September, and the whole supply was issued to the Treasury 
between the oth and 14th September, 1864. ‘The earliest dated copy I have 
found was used on the 8th July, 1865, but some of this printing were 
probably issued to the Post Office some months prior to this date. 

The color was bright orange vermillion, in slightly different shades, and 
oxydised specimens are of frequent occurrence. ‘The perforation appears to 
have been exclusively 13, 12%, with square holes; white gum. 

The two pence followed, 720,000 of this value being printed between the 
13th August and oth September, 1864. These were issued to the Treasury 
from 21st September to 6th December, 1864. The earliest dated copy [ 
have found is 24th March, 1865. ‘The color was both dull and bright blue ; 
gum and perforation similar to the one penny. I have seen pairs of the 1d. 
and 2d., the former imperforate vertically, and the latter imperforate hori- 
zontally. 

240,000 of the six pence were printed on the 17th September, 1864, and 
issued to the Treasury on the 6th December following. I have seen a copy, 
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used on the 21st June, 1865, but have not had the opportunity of examining 
many dated specimens. The color was a yellow green. The 13, and 13, 
12% perforation both appear on this stamp ; white gum. 

The 20 reams of paper ordered on 26th September, 1861, and used 
for this series, would suffice to print 2,340,000 stamps. The numbers 
already accounted for amount to 1,680,240, leaving a balance of paper 
sufficient for 623,760 stamps. 

The next printing recorded was of the two pence, of which value 
1,200,000 were printed between the 28th September and 6th November, 
1865. 480,000 of these were issued to the Treasury on the 7th November, 
1865, and the balance subsequently. I am of opinion that the rest of the 
star paper was used for the first of this supply, and that the remainder 
were printed on the “script” paper. 

I have no record of the ordering or supply of this paper, but it must 
have been manufactured in England, as no local factory was capable of 
turning it out. It was, probably, obtained through Messrs, Slater & Co., 
who procured stationery supplies for the Government, and Messrs. T. 
Saunders & Co., were, probably, the manufacturers. I have been unable to 
find an entire sheet of this paper, but a proof “Treasury Bill” in the 
Government Engraver’s specimen book is printed on a portion of a sheet. 
This shows the words “‘ Queensland Postage-Stamps,” in disconnected script 
capitals, in three lines, surrounded by an interlaced wavy border. From 
the size of this watermark I consider that it must have been four times 
repeated in the original sheet used for printing upon. ‘The repetitions were 
apparently separated from each other by a quatrefoil ornament. I have seen 
a pair of the one penny showing this ornament as the sole watermark. 

The stamps all show some portion of the watermark in the shape of 
curved lines. The paper is white, of a rather thick quality; white gum ; 
perf. 13. 

480,000 of the one penny were printed, 7th to 22d November, 186s, 
and issued to the Treasury on the 24th January, 1866. 

The color of the one penny was a rather duller shade of orange ver- 
milion than that of the star watermarked stamp. The two pence was a dull 
blue, slightly varying in shade. The earliest used copies I have seen are 
one penny, 24th April, 1866; two pence, 6th February, 1866; but I think 
both values were issued to the public during January of that year. 

During 1866 the colony of Queensland suffered severely from com- 
mercial depression. The revenue fell off to such an extent that the 
Treasury was completely drained. Arrangements were made with a local 
bank to pay Government cheques, but the bank almost immediately after- 
wards closed its doors. Similar arrangements were made with a second 
bank, which also collapsed. The railway works were suspended, and the 
capital was inundated with men out of employment, clamoring for work. 
Hasty preparations were made to raise money by the issue of Treasury Bills 
for large sums, and Treasury Notes of £1 and £5. No suitable paper for 
these securities was available, and temporary recourse was had to the postage 
paper, until a supplv could be obtained from the English manufacturers. 
The result was that all the postage paper was used up, and in subsequent 
printings recourse was had to the old unwatermarked paper (Chap. V1).

OUR ENGLISH LETTER. 
Lonpon, October 10, 1893. 

Ere this letter comes before your readers we shall be critically examining 
the various exhibits of West Indian stamps at the rooms of the Philatelic 
Society of London. Next week the show opens, and it will remain open for 
three days, and on the following day we shall hold our annual dinner, at 
which quite a large number of members have already intimated their inten- 
tion of being present, 

The Exhibition will be very representative of English collections, but I 
don't hear of any trans-Atlantic collector as a likely exhibitor. There are 
no gold medals to counterbalance the risk of transit. H.R.H,, the Duke of 
York, will exhibit strongly in Turk’s Island issues, of which I am told he has 
a very fine collection. 

The dinner will be a very suitable finish vp of the week. Over fifty 
members have promised attendance, and many will bring a friend, as each 
member has the privilege of inviting a guest. Our leading dealers are gener- 
ally invited by one or other of their customers. This year there will, I 
believe, be quite a muster of leading dealers. Despite the industrious efforts 
of a few busybodies to create a bad feeling between the London Society and 
the dealers, the dinner will show that the good feeling whlch has so long 
existed, is not to be severed by ridiculous stories or so called “ scandal.” 
The Society is strong enough to let the scandal mongers pursue their trade 
without interruption. Every true Philatelist, and every dealer of note knows, 
and recognizes the fact, that the Society’s work can best be done on the strict 
lines of a society of amateurs, and nothing is gained by the howls of a few 
disappointed ones because the Society is not thrown open to all and sundry. 

Last Friday week we gave Mr. Castle his welcome back. The members 
of the London Society, of which Mr. Castle is a very old member, and Vice- 
President, gave him a cordial greeting. After a few complimentary speeches 
we discovered that the Vice-President had brought a cart load of sketches, 
pencilled en route as he journed round the world. These we insisted on 
having passed round. They were eye openers to most of us. We never 
suspected that our Vice-President was such an artist. Many of the pictures 
were much admired. In all, there must have been over a hundred finished 
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sketches. Some of the very best were done in the Yosemite Valley. The 
scenery of that wonderful freak of nature was, in Mr. Castles opinion, beyond 
the power of any artists’ pencil. 

At last Friday’s meeting of the London Society we had the pleasure of 
making the acquaintance of Mr. G. B. Calman, just now on a visit to Lon- 
don. I am sorry to say that the work on the adenda was of the most prosaic 
character, being the discussion and approval of the revised rules. The 
revision has been necessitated by the enlargement of the Council in number 
and power. Hitherto, the work of the society, as it came to be dealt with, 
was relegated, by the members, to a Committee. Henceforth, all work will 
be attended to by the Council, which has been enlarged, so that it can set any 
number of sub-committees at work ; but the Council remains responsible to 
the members. Mr. Calman received many compliments upon the Advanced 
Catalogue now issuing by his firm. Of course he was introduced to the can- 
teen, but in the retirement of that select apartment he had the hardihood to 
hint that American whisky can hold its own with the best of Scotch. Fortu- 
nately for him there was no representative of the land o’ cakes within hearing. 

Our auctions have commenced with a rise in prices. ‘They have demon- 
strated the fact that we have not yet got to the end of tall prices for good 
copies. Several notable stamps show a considerable increase, but of course 
this may be due to a rush of dealers to replenish their exhausted stocks. 
Early sales as a rule show the best prices. Many collectors say that to sell 
off duplicates, or portions of collections, at the fag-end of the season, is 
simply to throw them away, I have certainly had some very decent bargains 
myself at the end of the last two seasons, but then, I am fortunate in having 
a fancy for a country which few, as yet, understand, and consequently expect 
to get a bargain occasionally. 

Another feature in the auction business is the unmistakeable character 
of the demand for fine copies. One and all, the auctioneers now note the 
smallest damage to a stamp. One gentleman of the hammer prefaces his 
catalogues with the following most elaborate arrangement for describing the 
condition of his specimens. It is almost equal to a system of shorthand :— 


V. F.—Very fine S. N.—Slightly nicked 
B. C.—Brilliant copy S. R.—Slightly rubbed 
S. D.—Slightly damaged S. D.—Some damaged 
M. F.—Mostly fine C. C.—Cut close 


S. T.—Slightly torn P, C.—Perforations cut 


You have, up to date, taken the cake, on your side of the pond, for elab- 
orately produced postage stamps. But we are not without hope of some day 
having more creditable postage stamps for home and colonial consumption. 
The fault at present lies with the niggardliness of our postal authorities. I 
am assured that nothing better than what we now have can be expected from 
surface printing, and that even that is very good at the price at which it is 
contracted for by the Post Office. The present contract has about four years 
more to run, after which it is to be hoped there will be a change for the bet- 
ter, The way in which the British public insisted upon a better design for 
our coins than the Jubilee issue, affords some encouragement to those who 
would supplant our common looking surface printed stamps for a better class 
of engraving and printing. 

Another volume of the London Philatelic Society’s Catalogue has to be 
added to the list of “unobtainables,’ namely, Tasmania, a splendid work, 
compiled for the Society by Mr. Basset-Hull. Only a few copies now remain 
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unsold, and the Society has, by vote, decided to reserve the unsold stock for 
exclusive sale to new members at the published price. Of the five large 
volumes which have been issued there now remains on sale only one, viz , the 
last issued—India and Ceylon. 

The African Colonies will be the next volume. It will probably be issued 
in the spring of next year, if not before. The whole of the issues of the 
Transvaal will be included. Properly speaking, of course, only the stamps 
issued during British occupation should find a place in a catalogue of English 
colonies. But it was very properly decided that such a selection would be a 
lame and piecemeal way of dealing with that country. It may be of interest 
to those who are looking forward to purchasing the new work to have a list 
of the stamp issuing countries that will find a place in the volume. Here 
they are :— 

Cape Colony, Natal, Bechuanaland, Sierra Leone, 
Gambia, Gold Coast, Lagos, Niger Coast, Protec., 
St. Helena, Mauritius, Zululand, British So. Africa, 
Brit. Cent. Africa. Brit. East Africa. Transvaal. Swazieland. 


What will follow the African Colonies has yet to be decided. But any 
one may easily reckon up what remains to be done to complete the catalogue 
of the English Colonies. India and Ceylon have been done, but there re- 
main Asia, Cyprus, Straits Settlements, Hong Kong, Borneo and Labuan. 
After which there will still be left in Europe, Heligoland, Gibraltar, Malta 
and the Ionian Islands. 

After the English Colonies have been completed then will come the in- 
teresting question. What will be the next group? Many favor Europe, for 
the issues of which there is just now an immense demand, but the beautiful, 
and never surcharged, issues of the United States are great favorities with a 
very considerable number of English collectors, and that number must have 
been most appreciably increased by the Columbian boom, which directed so 
much attention to the stamps of the United States, The whole series was 
reproduced in one of our illustrated weekly newspapers. The demand for U. 
S. A, stamps has so increased here that American collectors, who used to make 
London a happy hunting ground, have this year complained that they can 
now buy more cheaply at home. As a matter of fact English dealers are 
paying more attention to United States issues, as a natural consequence of 
the boom you have given them on your side. It is everywhere admitted that 
for beautiful series of sets the United States stamps have never been beaten, 
and then there has been no surcharging, or supicion of truckling to collectors. 
except in the Columbians, and that you have so ridiculed yourselves there has 
been no occasion to pitch into you in the matter. 

Returning to the work of the London Society, there is the further ques- 
tion that is every year coming more and more to the front, and that is the 
need of revised second editions of the volumes already issued, Subsequent 
discoveries make as early a revision of Oceania as possible most desirable, and 
the scarcity of the volume on the North American Colonies renders a second 
edition of that work absolutely necessary. All this work must be done some- 
time or another. 

The following announcement by Messrs Stanley Gibbons, Limited, will 
put collectors on their guard against spurious Columbians:— 

“We have received a post card from a Mr, Adolf Kruger, of Nicolaistrasse 
43, Hannover, offering for sale complete sets of the Columbian postage stamps, 
in the original colors, for the price of 50 pf. the set. We therefore think it as 
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well to place on record that such are being offered, and to warn young col- 
lectors against buying these stamps when offered at such an absurd price,” 

The same firm make another announcement of interest to American phil- 
atelist. It concerns their Chicago exhibit. They say:— 


“We see that our American friends have been too sharp for us in refer- 
ence to the 15 c. with inverted centre. When we were making up this card 
we had a bet with our friend who was arranging it, that the centre could be 
cut out of one of these stamps and replaced so as not to be discovered when 
looked at through the glass. Up to recently we thought we were going to se- 
cure this bet, as close upon three months have passed without this being noted. 
However, we now find that one philatelist, keener than the bulk of them, has 
at length spotted it, very likely by the sun causing the stamp to cockle up a 
little, and thus show the join. We have two of these stamps in our posses- 
sion, and also a 30 c, with inverted centre, but did not think it advisable to 
exhibit such rarities for six months subject to all kinds of damage from light, 
fire, etc.” 


The objection to exposing such rarities to damage for so long a time is 
natural enough, but the cool and daring exhibition of a made up stamp is a 
much more risky affair, for it is liable, when discovered, to a different con- 
struction to that intended. 


I have just received from Messrs Cheveley & Co.,a priced catalogue of 
their last weeks auction. In U.S. A., I note that a goc. 1869, red and black, 
without the grill, unused, catalogued by Scott at $10, fetched $12; a goc. 
1861, blue, with grills, $5.25; goc. 1869, black and carmine, $5.75. A 3c. 
1870, green, described as being “‘on finely ribbed or laid paper, hitherto un- 
known,” did not sell, why, I have to ascertain. When next I meet friend 
Cheveley I shall probably learn something of the character of this little stran- 
ger. One of the most notable stamps in the sale was a Saxony, 3pf. red, 
which fetched $50; a matter of twenty years since this stamp was to be had 
from any dealer for a few cents.

The former of 
which, positively, not over 1,000 (maybe not over 500), were ever struck, has 
the “1892” in small type, with no periods, while the ordinary variety has the 
{.1892-) with dots, and in figures larger than the “1852”’, which is the same as 
both. Any further information which I can give you, you have but to ask it.

Our Liberian correspondent informs us that the 6 cent value, both or- 
dinary and official is to be definitely withdrawn and the remainders will be 
surcharged ‘‘s CENTS”. These provisional stamps will not be in use very 
long, as the new 5 cent value is almost ready. It will be in mauve, blue, green 
or red color, and of triangle shape; as the Waterlows have no suitable per- 
forating machine for triangle stamps, as yet the issue will be imperforate, 
but will be perforated as soon as a suitable perforating machine will be in 
working order. 

Martinique.—The Philatelic Journal of Great Britain chronicles a 
variety of the 5c unpaid letter stamps, surcharged VIMBRE instead of 
Timbre.

NOVA POTUCA.—Mr. Seymour Summers sends us a set of very curious 
stamps, which we chronicle with utmost reserve, as not only are we unable to 
find upon the map the place from which they are said to come, but this un- 
known place turns out to be sufficiently advanced (philatelically) to have al- 
ready surcharged its equally unknown stamps. Our informant is only able to 
tell us that the stamps are supposed to hail from “Nova Potuca Republic”, 
and he surmises that they may “come from some new republic in Africa,” a 
supposition which seems to be borne out by (or is founded upon) the fact 
that three of the stamps are plainly postmarked “p 31,” the number of Sierra 
Leone. ‘The stamps are of narrow rectangular shape, and have in the centre 
a very indistinct object, which we take to be a tree, resembling that of the 
Orange Free State; this is enclosed in a circle, with a small circular shaded 
boss below it; in each corner of the rectangle is a plain square block, the two 
upper bearing the letters “R” and “‘P” (Republic of Potuca?), and the two 
lower the value, numerals at the left, letter “C” at the right; there is a three- 
leaved ornament in each of the upper spandrels, and a triangle of vertical lines 
in each of the lower—between the corner block and the circle—the rest of 
the rectangle being filled in with horizontal lines. The design is very roughly 
drawn, and lithographed on thick white wove paper, imperf. The surcharges 
consist of small figures struck in the centre, with two bars cancelling the orig- 
inal figures in the left lower corner. The 1c, we have only seen surcharged, 
but we may presume it existed without the addition, (Jonthly Journal.)
